WASHINGTON, Nov. 7. (JP)— 
The deadly earnestness with which 
each major party is seeking to 
show the nation that Tuesday's 
elections were a blow to the other 
gives a hint of the perhaps un¬ 
exampled fury with which this 
great struggle of 1936 will be 
fought. 

Thus early in the game, the 
high commands are seeking to 
infuse the pep of optimism into 
party organizations and to corral 
those voters who like to be on 
the winning side. 

Housetop Crying* 

The parties’ statement-makers 
are crying their conflicting inter¬ 
pretations from the housetops. 
Republicans, arguing that the re¬ 


sults were a "rebuke” to the New 
Deal, lay stress on victories in 
New York and New Jersey as¬ 
sembly elections, in the Philadel¬ 
phia mayoralty contest and other 
fights. 

Democrats, disputing these 
claims, also point in turn to 
Kentucky, with its triumph for 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate, A. B. Chandler. 

As against Republican National 
Chairman Henry P. Fletcher’s joy¬ 
ous cry of yesterday that the 
“boondoggiers are on their way 
out," Democratic chairman, James 
A. Farley, did some figuring last 
night and came out with the pre¬ 
diction that things look good for

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMY 
ON THE MARCH, Nov. 7.— 
Poised on the rim of the moun¬ 
tains overlooking their objective, 
Makale. two Italian columns halt¬ 
ed at noon today to allow their 
supply train to come up. 

The columns, commanded by 
Gen. Ruggiero Santini and Gen. 
Alessandro Pirzio-Biroli, expect to 
march into the section beyond 
Makale starting at dawn to¬ 
morrow. 

Scouts Go Out 

The two columns, as soon as they 
reached this point, immediately 
threw out heavy advance detach¬ 
ments of scouting patrols to pro¬ 
tect their fronts and flanks. 

Italian forces cleaning up the 
territory around Hauzien for re¬ 
sumption of the final drive on 
Makale routed hostile Ethiopian 
hands In a spirited, hand-to-hand 
encounter. 

The Ethiopians, who fled from 
the close combat after a charge 
by fierce African Askaris wield¬ 
ing sabres and bayonets, were re¬ 
ported to have suffered heavy 
losses. 

The Italians themselves, sudden¬ 
ly confronted by the enemy forces 
during the mopping-up operation, 
lost two native soldiers. Ten As¬ 
karis and two Italian officers also 
were wounded. 

The two encampments are 
within easy view of Makale. They 
command a series of small valleys 
which lead down to it. The flanks 
of both commanders are in touch 
with one another. 

To the right, rhey are supported 
by the column under command of 
Gen. Pietro Maravigna which is 
moving down from Aduwa

Use of Official Credit 
to Reap Dividends 
Bared at Capital 


Death last night claimed famed

Deputy Sheriff Herman Zabel is 
preparing to leave Tallahassee. 
Fla . and return to Santa Ana, 
bringing with him two prisoners 
and a scolding administered by 
Gov. David Sholtz of Florida, an 
Associated Press dispatch said 
today. 

The prisoners are P. R Os¬ 
borne and M. R. McKirwtry, whose 
extradition to Santa Ana was 
ordered today by Governor Sholtz. 
The men are charged with grand 
theft and violation of the Califor¬ 
nia Corporate Securities Act. 

‘Spiriting’ ( 'barged 

They are alleged to have taken 
securities valued at .$2000 from 
Mrs. Mary E. Towde, Santa Ana, 
In exchange for alleged worthless 
oil storks 

The scolding was administered 
by Governor Sholtz in connection 
with the alleged attempt of Dep¬ 
uty Zabe! to "spirit" the two men 
away from Tallahassee in a taxi¬ 
cab Zabel, Jailer Theo. Darcy, 
who Is accompanying him on the 
trip, and the two prisoners wore 
halted by Sheriff .1 R McLeod of 
Tampa. Fla after a chase of 12 
miles. 

Warns /.nl»-l 

When Governor Sholtz was in¬ 
formed that Deputy Zabel had at¬ 
tempted to "spirit" the two men 
out of the state he told him: 

“I will grant this extradition, 
but don’t ever try to spirit men 
away from Florida again. We 
expect our courtesy to he re¬ 
turned by you." 

According to Deputy Sheriff 
Zabel, the two men had originally 
announced that they would waive 
extradition. They were turned over 
to the Orange county officers by 
the Tampa police. When the 
sheriff learned of the incident he 
and his deputies gave chase to 
the taxicab in which Deputy Zabel 
was removing them to a nearby 
town. 

When the party was overtaken, 
Sheriff McLeod threatened to ar¬ 
rest Deputy Zabel and jail him 
on a kidnaping charge, it was 
learned

automobile tires at a sharp dis¬ 
count for the purpose of re-selling 
them to friends at a profit 

A complete report which prob¬ 
ably will prove the basis for crim¬ 
inal action against the offender is 
being prepared and will be sub¬ 
mitted within several days to 
Governor Merriam. 

‘Clears Nice. Profit’ 

"We are informed," the source 
related, "that a certain state em¬ 
ploye has, for some time, profited 
by the use of purchase orders. 

"The information in our hands 
indirates that this employe ob¬ 
tained purchase orders and bought 
tires from merchants at an attrac¬ 
tive discount. 

"He paid for the tires with his 
own money and. we are informed, 
re-sold them among his friends, 
clearing a nice profit. We have 
not yet ascertained the full facts 
and for that reason we are not 
at liberty to disclose the identity 
of the suspected person nor the 
department in which he is em¬ 
ployed." 

‘Violation of Law’ 

It was understood that the prac¬ 
tice had been "going on" for some 
time and that it might involve 
other departments. The amount 
of the profit realized has not been 
determined. 

Use of state funds or credit to 
reap a personal profit has been 
declared by the attorney general 
to be a violation of the penal code 
as well as the state constitution. 

The disclosure came as the new¬ 
est of a series of sensational reve¬ 
lations concerning practices en¬ 
gaged in by state employes such 
as the asserted padding of ex¬ 
pense accounts, the buying of per¬ 
sonal merchandise through state 
agencies with state funds which 
subsequently were reimbursed, and 
the use of revolving funds to pay 
for personal taxes, insurance, 
dental bills and other obligations. 

First Evidence 

While other practices have been 
attacked as unethical and some 
possibly verging on the criminal, 
two state executives said the facts 
being accumulated in the latest 
case would constitute the first

LONDON, Nov. 7. i/P>—The 

strong position of the United 
States in the oil industry today 
was looked upon in government 
and oil circles as damaging to the 
chances for success of an oil em¬ 
bargo against Italy. 

The Geneva action for the oil 
embargo made it conditional on 
the cooperation of states not en¬ 
rolled in the League of Nations, 
and yesterday's speech by Cordell 
Hull, American secretary of state, 
is accepted here as ruling out his 
nations participation in the em¬ 
bargo. 

British Approval 

The only other way such an em¬ 
bargo could be imposed would be 
by agreement of private com¬ 
panies. It was learned unofficial¬ 
ly the British government has ap¬ 
proached neither the United States 
government nor American oil com¬ 
panies in the matter. 

Little credence was given in oil j 
distributing circles to rumors that 
the big international companies, j 
such as the Anglo-Tranian. Royal 
Dutch Shell and the Standard Oil 
might consult on shutting off 
their product to Italy 

Hull’s Stand Liked 

Such action would be futile, it 
was pointed out, since it would 
simply divert business toward the 
smaller, unaffiliated American 
companies. British oil companes 
are keeping in close touch with j 
the board of trade, but only for an [ 
exchange of views, it was said. 

Hull’s suggestion for greater co- j 
operation of the United States 
with other governments was, how- j 
ever, rebarded as a definite con-! 
tribution to good will and peace.

force Ethiopia into submission. 
Back of Makale were strong 
i Ethiopian forces which Italian 
officers believed might make their 
1 first real stand against the in¬ 
vaders 

Massed on the ridge dominating 
Makale, an important caravan 
1 trail center, were three main col- 
1 umns, numbering nearly 100,000 
men. 

Deserter at Front 

With Santini’s column were the 
followers of Ras Haile Selassie 
Gugsa, former Ethiopian governor 
of Makale who deserted to the 
Italians, eager to lead the march 
into Makale and to be the first to 
raise the Italian flag. 

A quick march followed the 
dawn "zero hour," bringing to an 
end the two-day "breathing spell" 
ordered to permit the troops to 
weather unseasonable rains. 

Natives in the advance re¬ 
gions reached by General San- 
tini's Blackshirt column told me 
that only residents loyal to 
Gugsa would be found in the Im¬ 
portant caravan center, ale nit 15 
miles south of the front lines. 
The rest of the populace fol¬ 
lowed those adhering to Emperor 
Haile Selassie to Amba Aiaji, 40 
miles south of Makale, the natives 
said, after a "bloody battle” be¬ 
tween followers of Gugsa and the 
Ethiopian loyalists. 

Natives Flee City 
Ethiopian men, women and chil¬ 
dren fled from Makale as San- 
lini's column bors down on its im- i 
mediate objective, natives re- i 
ported, leaving behind only the j 
sick and infirm. 

Behind Makale, however, Ethio¬ 
pians of "so great numbers tnat 
they cannot be counted" were re¬ 
ported gathering at Amba Aiaji 
for an eventual stand and pitched 
battle against the Fascist invad¬ 
ers. 

My informants said the great 
Ethiopian army was being organ- : 
ized by Ras Kassa, one of the 
principal Ethiopian chieftains in j 
the north, and Ras Mulugheta, I 
Emperor Haile Selassie's veteran 
minister of war. 

"Are you content in letting 
the Italians invade your terri¬ 
tory?" I asked one of the na¬ 
tives. 

Believe in Agreement 

"We don’t know what to say,” 
he replied. “We believe the negus 
(emperor) made an agreement 
with the Italians to take this ter¬ 
ritory peacefully so that they 
would not take more." 

Not until the Italians passed 
Makale and approached Amba j 
Aiaji on a drive deeper into Ethi- ! 
opia to force the entire empire 
into submission, the native said, 
could there be serious opposition

The political procession has at¬ 
tained a pace which not only be¬ 
wilders the layman but has some 
of the hardened politicians breath¬ 
less. Speeches, statements, polls, 
claims and alibis are thicker than 
a London fog. The best the po- 
ltical commentators can do is to 
examine individual aspects of a 
situation of general confusion, like 
war correspondents who are able 
to see at one time only a com¬ 
paratively small sector of a hun¬ 
dred-mile front. 

Many of these individual as¬ 
pects of the developing battle are 
highly interesting, even though it 
is impossible at this stage to say 
how they will fit eventually into 
the campaign. 

Johnson an Enigma 

Gen. Hugh Johnson, who had 
much to do with Mr. Roosevelt’s 
strategy in 1932, and who later 
made NRA famous, is becoming 
more and more of an enigma to 
his erstwhile colleagues in Wash¬ 
ington. 

In speeches and magazine arti¬ 
cles the general now reaffirms his 
loyalty to the "new deal," praises 
the President highly, and then 
proceeds to lambast governmen¬ 
tal policy in several important di¬ 
rections. 

Questioned by Democratis lead¬ 
ers about this behavior, Johnson 
has replied that he merely is try¬ 
ing to change the trend of an ad¬ 
ministration he dearly loves and 
warmly supports. 

Yet the point of it all remains 
obscure to the Roosevelt generals; 
for Mr. Roosevelt is so firmly 
committed to such policies as the 
AAA program, large relief expen¬ 
ditures and currency readjust¬ 
ment (to all of which Johnson 


One of the notable features of 
the present situation is the al¬ 
most complete absence of talk 
about a third party ticket in 
1936. 

When the Townsenders met re¬ 
cently in Chicago, they discussed 
a legislative program, not candi¬ 
dates for President. A year ago 
everyone thought this group might 
form the backbone of a really 
important independent party in 
the next campaign . 

The Liberty league continues to 
thunder at the Roosevelt admin¬ 
istration. but nothing more is 
heard of the idea that an influ¬ 
ential conservative coalition par¬ 
ty might be built up around the

To that extent, at least, the 
situation seems to be clarifying 
Two parties remain, even though 
the internal organization of both 
is in turmoil, and the line of de- 
markation between them some¬ 
times is hard to define. 


Four-Point Propo 
Would Substitute 
For New Deal

I hold this of first importance to 
a restoration of business confi¬ 
dence. 

Oppose.!* Bureaucracy 
"3.—The complete elimination i 
of the policy of coercion on busi¬ 
ness or agriculture as a remedy 
for economic ills. . . . 

”4.—I favor, without qualifica¬ 
tion, that unique system of a fed¬ 
eral union of sovereign states. . . . 

I am unalterably opposed to the 
adoption in its stead of an auto¬ 
cratic bureaucracy, of centraliza¬ 
tion of all powers in Washington. 

I firmly believe in the principle 
. . . that the supreme court shall 
be the final judge as to the con¬ 
stitutionality of both federal and 
state legislation. . . . 

"These are fundamentals in our 
system of government. Let us 
stick to them.”

His picturesque baseball termi- i 
nology and acrobatic gestures in 1 
preaching the gospel led his 
friends to term him "the man who 
saved a milloon souls." 

While many ministers questioned 
his methods, few ever doubted his 
sincerity. 

“Billy” Sunday's evangelistic 
career began in 1X96 at Gardner, 
la. In 1903 he was ordained a 
Presbyterian minister in Chi¬ 
cago. 

He was bom at Ames, la., Nov. 
19, 1862, the son of a Union sol¬ 
dier who died of pneumonia with¬ 
out ever seeing the child. 

Was Undertaker 
Reared in an orphanage, his 
first job was an undertaker in 
Marshalltown. Ia , whore he start¬ 
ed his baseball career. 

Mrs. Helen "Ma” Sunday was 
with him when he died. His last 
words were typically homely: 

“.Mil, I’ve got a dl*y spell.” 
Then his head turned on the 
pillow. 

“Ma, I’ve got a dizzy spell.” 
quickly,” Mrs. Sunday said. 
"Billy always prayed, 'Oh Lord, 
when I have to go, please make 
It quick.’ ” 

There were gloves on his hands 
when he died, hut not the field¬ 
er's mitt he loved so well in his 
younger days and so often used 
to Illustrate his fiery sermons He 
asked for the gloves to keep his 
hands warm. 

Stricken at Work 
His death was caused by angina 
pectoris from which he suffered 
since 1982, while conducting a 
campaign in his native Iowa. An¬ 
other major attack seized him In 
Chattanooga, Tenn., last May 
He preached last in Micha- 
waka, near his home in Winona 
Lake, Ind., to fill out two nights 
of an engagement for his former 
music director, Homer Rodohcaver 
Wrote Rogers Memorial 
His last art, on Tuesday, was to 
mall to Oklahoma a memorial he 
had written in memory of the late 
Will Rogers.

In a time when form and theory 
were deemed vitally important, the 
church was organized with no 
creed except that Christian char¬ 
acter is the only test of fellow¬ 
ship. Its tenets did not change 
and today it is the mother church 
of others of its faith in Southern 
California. 

The First Presbyterian church 
held meetings in the church Sun¬ 
day afternoons previous to their 
organization in Tustin in 1884. The 
Tustin W. C. T. U. v’as organized 
there.

JURY AWARDS EIGHT 
CHILDREN $4000 
FOR MOTHER'S DEATH 

A jury in department 3, superior 
court, did not place as high value 
on the life of Mrs. Angelita Gui- 
tierrez as did her eight children, 
according to a verdict returned 
late Tuesday before Judge J. K. 
Scovel. 

Mrs. Guitierrez’s children sued 
the Santa Fe Railway company; 
George Turner, engineer of the 
train that killed the woman, and 
Margarito Sausedo, with whom 
she was riding, for damages total- 
I ing $80,000. The jury awarded 
them $4000. exonerating the rail¬ 
road company and engineer, but 
returning the verdict against Sau¬ 
sedo. 

Mrs. Guitierrez was killed Oct. 
3, 1934, when the automobile in 
j which she was riding with Sausedo 
was struck by a Santa Fe train at 
a crossing near San Juan Capis¬ 
trano. Answering the complaint, 
the railroad company placed re¬ 
sponsibility for the crash on Sau¬ 
sedo, who, they alleged, failed to 
heed warning signals of the ap¬ 
proaching train.

L'AKLY in November the first flight on regular sched- 
-I—I ule will begin. And what a schedule it will be! A 
take-off in late afternoon from San Francisco Bay. A 
landing at Honolulu 17 hours later in the morning sun¬ 
shine. Then only four daylight flights to Manila. Easy 
flights these four, with nights spent on the tiny base 
islands now sprung into new world prominence. A final 
half-day flight from Manila into Macao, near Canton on 
the China coast.” 

We are about to witness the miracle thus described 
in a communication from Pan-American Airways, whose 
giant new seaplane China Clipper is on its way to San 
Francisco to inaugurate the service. 

“At first with mail alone, the Clipper will, before many 
weeks, be carrying passengers and express as well,” an¬ 
nounces Pan-American. “Bi-weekly frequencies are planned 
for the first flights, with air mail only. Then weekly 
service with mail, passengers and express. As traffic 
builds, and it should build swiftly, schedules will build in 
speed and in frequency. Then Hawaii will be the 49th 
state in fact as well as in claim—-and the age-old dream of 
a new golden passage to the Orient achieved at last.” 

When first intimations of a trans-Pacific airplane 
service reached us only a few years ago, we were skep¬ 
tical. Today it is about to be achieved. Says Pan-Amer¬ 
ican Airways: 

“Steadily, without a single untoward incident to mar 
even one of its 40,000 miles of Pacific test flights, the 
aerial pioneering has gone steadily forward. With com¬ 
pletion of the Guam flight, there is no more experimental 
flavor left in the problem of flying an airliner across this 
particular trans-Pacific route than there is in running a 
locomotive from New York to Boston.” 

The China Clipper and the two sister ships to follow 
it can accommodate in their cabin compartments and 
lounge rooms 48 passengers each. But on long flights 
such as the 2410 mile leg from California to Honolulu the 
maximum will be 18 passengers plus several tons of cargo. 
And the carrying of any passengers will await completion 
of several every-two-weeks flights with mail alone. 

California is about to be brought within 60 flying 
hours of the China coast. What that will mean to trade, 
culture and politics here on the Pacific Slope is something 
for the imagination. Pan-American is, incidentally, win¬ 
ning a dramatic though uncelebrated race with Western 
Europe, whose planes take seven days to get to Singapore 
■and have not yet established regular schedules to China.

THRIFT’S RETURN 

AMONG the mid-Victorian virtues that seemed for 
-la a time to have been swept under by the Whoopee 
Era was thrift. 

Signs are abroad indicating that this exile may yet 
return to save us from a new avalanche of private and 
public debt. One of these signs is a survey just made 
public indicating that 50 American cities have reduced 
their long term debts and are on the high road toward an 
economy of balanced budgets. Several, in fact, are fight¬ 
ing toward the goal of complete debtlessness and a pay- 
as-you-go fiscal policy. 

Oklahoma City is reported as farthest advanced. This 
city of the Southwest went on a “cash basis” in 1929. 
Since then operating surplus has advanced steadily and 
bonded debt has fallen from $19,509,000 to $15,695,500. 
Atlanta cut its debt from $17,375,000 in 1929 to $13,163,- 
900 this year. Milwaukee has embarked on a program 
to wipe out all its debt. It has reduced its bonded in¬ 
debtedness from $46,380,000 in 1932 to $39,712,000 in 
January of this year. 

These records are exceptions, to be sure. Cities of the 
hard-hit Midwest, where relief burdens have been stu¬ 
pendous, have piled up soaring deficits. All too common 
has been the tendency to avoid the hard ways of economy

How much and what proportion 
will be for taxes? Answers easily computed: Total bill, 
32, of which 49 cents will be for taxes—a levy of almost
